As far as I know, these men do not 
take their masks off at all. Oh, maybe 
once a day to wash one’s face or hair, 
but only in absolute privacy behind 
locked doors. 

There are other masked wrestlers 
who wear the mask so that they can 
have a private life. You can bet that 
Ric Flair doesn’t walk down the street 
without being stopped all the time by 
wrestling fans asking for an autograph 
or a handshake, and knowing Flair, he 
probably likes it that way. But if Mr. 
Wrestling II was to take off his mask, 
you would no sooner recognize him as 
you would my brother Karl. Wrestling 
II can live a very private life without 
interruptions from overzealous wres- 
tling fans. 

As for Super Destroyer, I don’t 
know for sure, but I’d be willing to bet 
the farm that he wears a mask out of 
pure shame. Hell, 1 would if I had his 
feputation, simply to hide from the 
wives and families of the men I’d sent 
to the hospital with the superplex. He 
damn well better hide his head in 
shame. 

The very maneuver that has brought 
Super Destroyer to such success has 
also placed many wrestlers in back 
braces and traction wires and has 
brought him an unprecedented level of 
hatred from wrestling fans everywhere.

had taken the AWA champion- 
ship away earlier in the month, and 
the former champion found 
himself in the unfamiliar position of 
having to once again work his way 
up the ladder of title contention. 

For Bobby Heenan, it was a 
match in which he. would 
scrutinize and subsequently 
analyze every movement of the 
man he hopes to guide to a third 
AWA title reign. It was an 
extremely important match for the 
manager: He would have to 
determine any potential 
weaknesses in Bockwinkel’s style, 
and work to eliminate those 
weaknesses before they could 
grow into problems of significant 
proportions. 

For Rick Martel, it was fate 
thumbing its nose at him. 

When Martel entered the AWA, 
he made it widely known thata title 
match with then-champion Nick 
Bockwinkel was his ultimate goal. 
As he worked his way through 
AWA rings, Martel engaged in 
both solo and tag team matches in 
pursuit of that goal. One of his tag 
team partners, Tito Santana, a 
very close friend, warned Rick 
about Bockwinkel and Heenan. In 
a published statement, Santana 
warned, “You can beat Nick 
Bockwinkel, but you'll never get 
his title.” 

Santana could not have known 
how prophetic those words would 
prove to be. 

Soon after ‘his arrival in the 
AWA, Martel defeated Bock- 
winkel in a non-title match. For 
months after the victory, Martel 
tried to force Bockwinkel to sign 
for a title match. Finally, 
Bockwinkel agreed to defend the 
AWA belt against Martel. 
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Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada. 


Unfortunately for Martel, Otto 
Wanz took Bockwinkel’s title just 
a few days before the scheduled 
Martel-Bockwinkel bout. Rick 
Martel was forced to wrestle 
against a former champion, a 
match he no longer desired. His 


hopes for winning the AWA title 
from Bockwinkel had faded with 
Wanz’s victory. 

Nevertheless, Martel is a 
resourceful competitor, anda man 
who never turns his back on either 
a challenge or a contract. He

entered into his match with 
Bockwinkel determined to do his 
best, and to prove to the world that 
he is championship caliber. 

Martel did beter than that: He 
gained a pinfall win over Nick 
Bockwinkel, a win that would have 
placed the AWA championship 
belt around his waist had Wanz 
not taken the belt mere days earlier. 

“T don’t feel | was cheated out of 
anything,” Martel said later. “I 
wrestled a good match, | pinned 
Bockwinkel, and I’m pleased about 
that. I wish he still was champion 
when he stepped into that ring to 
wrestle me, but I don’t want to take - 
any credit away from Otto Wanz. 
It’s an unfortunate twist of fate that 
Bockwinkel lost the title so soon 
before our match, but that’s the 
way it goes sometimes. All I know 
is that should Bockwinkel win the 
title back, I’m going to be ready 
for him.” 

Martel went on to say that he 
was negotiating for a match 
against champion Otto Wanz, but 
that a contract had not yet 
been signed. 

Bockwinkel and Heenan, on the 
other hand, have stated publicly 
that even if he won the belt back 
from Wanz, Nick Bockwinkel 
would not grant Rick Martel a 
title shot. 

“Rick Martel disgraced himself 
in his match with Nick,” said 
Heenan. “He disgraces himself

EAD DOWN AND shoulders 
H hunched, Dusty Rhodes 

walked listlessly out of the 
arena. A prisoner in a world of his 
own, the wrestling superstar wanted to 
talk to no one and wanted no one to 
talk to him. The anguish that was tear- 
ing at his soul was something no man 
could understand. 

At about one o'clock the next 
morning, Dusty called a reporter. It 
came as quite a surprise, as the jour- 
nalist was never especially close to 
Rhodes. The man could tell by the 
sorrow in Dusty’s voice that what 
would follow was a confession, but he 
didn’t understand why Rhodes would 
choose him as confessor. Rhodes, 
without being asked, explained. 

“T don’t want to tell this to someone 
who considers me a friend,” Dusty 
said. “I don’t want sympathy or en- 
couragement. I want to tell my story 


uninterrupted and expecting no pity.. 


And I want it printed. The fans de- 
serve to know what is happening.

“When I first started calling myself 
the ‘American Dream,’ I didn’t realize 
what a serious thing that was. People 
invested a great deal of love and re- 
spect into me. Not really me, but what 
I tried to represent. Over the years, it 
became bigger than me. The fans be- 
came a part of what I did. It was like it 


was a movement and I was the leader. 

I couldn’t wrestle in Dusty Rhodes’ 
best interests. I had to wrestle as the 
American Dream should wrestle. 
Lately, I began to get the feeling that 
Dusty Rhodes was sacrificing some- 
thing to protect the American Dream.” 

Dusty fell silent for a moment. Then 
in a voice that was frighteningly small, 
he asked, “Does that sound horrible?” 

“You didn’t want me to make judg- 
ments,” the reporter replied, relieved 
that those were the ground rules. The 
man didn’t want to have to interpret or 
forgive what Dusty might say. 

Dusty fell silent again, for a longer 
and more profound time. He then 
said, “Yeah, those are the rules. I'll try 
to remember. 

“So I found myself getting lost in 
the ideal I created. There were times 
when I ached to be low and dirty, 
when opponents deserved that kind of 
treatment. But The American Dream 
couldn't do something like that, so I 
took my lumps and controlled my fury. 
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Rhodes won the NWA title from Race in 1981 
(above) and before that in 1979, but he was 
unable to retain the belt for a sustained period. 
Dusty wrestles to please the fans (right), and, in 
that sense, he has been more successful than 
perhaps any wrestler in history. 


I would give honorable exhibitions of 
wrestling fair play, but I wouldn’t win 
the title. After losing a title challenge, 
Td look at the fans’ faces and it would 
eat me up inside. I betrayed their 
hopes to keep an ideal alive. I wasn’t 
the only one suffering to please the 
American Dream taskmaster. 

“Then I won the NWA title,” he 
continued. “I felt like the happiest man 
on earth. The fans were elated, my 
goals had been reached, and I'd won it 
my way. And then I lost it because I 
couldn’t do the tough things a cham- 
pion must do but the American Dream 
can't. Harley Race won back his title 
because I couldn’t defend it properly. 
At the time, I was heartbroken but not 
really beaten. I still had my ideals. 
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“The second time I won and lost 
the title, my ideals were’ pretty bat- 
tered. I had two title reigns that don’t 
add up to four months. Ric Flair, not 
half the athlete I am, had the title for 
almost two years. Harley Race has won 
it more times than anyone else.” 

There was another pause. When 
Rhodes continued speaking, his voice 


was slower and sadder, as if he were 
delivering a eulogy to a hope. “Harley 
keeps winning the NWA title because 
that’s all he cares about,” Dusty said. 
“He wants it more than anything else, 
doesn’t give a damn about anyone 
else, and does anything he must to 
keep it. He’s champion because he 
demands to be. I'm not champion be- 
cause I don’t want it enough. The title 
has to be mine on the American 
Dream's terms. Harley takes it on any 
terms he can get it. 

“ didn’t make a pact with the devil. 
I made a pact with an ideal. It’s funny, 
but you can bargain with the devil. An 
ideal never gives an inch. Time is the 
only other thing you can’t bargain 
with. You can’t get more of it or claim 
it won't beat you down eventually. I 
seem to be losing out to both an ideal 
and time. 

“J don’t know how much longer I 
have. One bad injury at this point 
could end my career. I'll have been a 
popular, successful, and honored grap- 
pler. Most men would be happy with 
that. And most times, I've been the 
happiest man I know. But lately, 
there’s this tightness in my belly that 
says it isn’t enough. 

“I know what I'm missing. There 
will always be an ‘if when people dis- 
cuss my career—if he had a long title 
reign, if he hadn’t given himself so 
totally to the crowd, if he could have 
been a little meaner. All the ‘ifs’ trans- 
late into a kind of failure. 1 don’t have 
much time to get rid of that kind of 
failure.” 

Rhodes hung up the phone without 
saying goodbye. The reporter tried to 
get back to sleep but couldn’t. He 
made himself a drink and sat back in 
bed. He slowly sipped his bourbon and 
thought about dreams, ideals, and hu- 
man frailty. He wondered if Rhodes 
would surrender his ideal to reach his 
goal. He wondered if Rhodes could be 
satisfied with being a hero. He realized 
that no matter how long he stayed 
around wrestling, he would always be 
amazed at the strange and unique 
pressures that a professional wrestler 
must survive. Survival would be always 
be the wrestler’s toughest struggle. 1]

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T WAS THE kind of a day that 

you couldn't even tell if there 
was a sun in the sky. A thick 
cover of rainclouds extended in 
all directions as far as the eye 
could see. It wasn’t actually 
raining, but the threat was impos- 
ing enough to cause pedestrians 
to carry their umbrellas with 
them. 

On a day like this, the outskirts 
of St. Louis can be dull, if not 
downright depressing. 

The largest building within im- 
mediate sight was The 
Checkerdome. Though usually an

And now the anger and hatred 
were beginning to fester within 
him. 

“Valentine deserves to pay for 
what he did out there tonight,” 
Kerry said with disgust, “and I’ve 
got to be the one who makes 
him pay. | gained a lot when | 
captured the Missouri title from 
Harley Race, and | stand to gain a 
lot more in the months to come. 
Greg Valentine wants to take a 
piece of what | have gained away 
from me, and I’m not about to 
let him do that. 

“Yes, Greg Valentine will pay,” 
Kerry said with finality, “and I’m 
not going to stop until he does.” 

How many times have we seen 
it before? It’s this kind of an atti- 
tude that leads a wrestler into a 
full-blown feud. Most recently it 
occurred in Georgia with Tommy 
Rich and Buzz Sawyer. 

What's worse, Kerry is still rela- 
tively young. If he develops a 
chip on his shoulder now, it 
could stay there for years. 

We hope that he will come to 
his senses before he goes too far, 
but it appears as if Kerry Von 
Erich is heading down a very 
dangerous one-way street.

This column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Those lovely ladies: In the past year, women’s wrestling 
has enjoyed a resurgence of popularity among fans from 
New York to California. 

A great deal of this renewed interest has to do with 
rock star Cyndi Lauper’s involvement with Wendi Richter 
and her coaching of Richter to a World Women’s title 
victory over The Fabulous Moolah July 23, 1984, in New 
York's Madison Square Garden. Moolah won the belt in a 
tournament (defeating Judy Grable in the final round) on 
September 18, 1956, and successfully defended the title 
for almost 28 years. 

The excitement brought to that match by Lauper’s in- 
volvement continues to be sustained by Richter's exciting 
ring style and unique good looks. Her championship 
reign is being followed closely by wrestling fans every- 
where, and her opposition at this time is better than ever: 
Moolah is seeking and receiving repeated title rematches, 
and Judy Martin is making a sustained challenge to Rich- 
ter's championship. 

Below are listed the top 10 women wrestlers as deter- 
mined by a consensus of the editorial board of Pro Wres- 
tling Illustrated Annual. Richter, rated in the number one 
spot, is World Women’s champion. Desiree Petersen and 
Velvet Mcintyre, rated fourth and fifth, respectively, in 
these singles ratings, hold the World Women’s tag team 
championship.

Von Erich, Adams continues to be the number one most 
hated man in professional wrestling. 

“The reacton of the fans only goes to show how hypo- 
critical they all are. Before, when | was a so-called ‘fan 
favorite,’ they cheered my every move. But now, when 
I'm doing exactly the same thing I’ve ever done, which is 
to do everything | can to get an NWA World title match, 
I'm booed unmercifully. ve always been out to do the 
absolute best | can, and the fans just can’t see that. It’s a 
shame. These Von Erich boys have them all 
brainwashed.” 


Ronnie Garvin: As his National heavyweight title reign 
continues to grow in stature, Garvin’s reputation in the 
wrestling world continues to improve by leaps and 
bounds. This issue he is rated in the traditional spot tor 
the National heavyweight champion: number one in the 
Georgia area. He is also ranked number five in the NWA 
ratings, and moves into the number eight spot in the Top 
10 category. 

“What can | say? I’m on a roll! | was after Ted DiBiase 
for a long time, and | got him, and now | have the 
National title. And anyone that comes in here and chal- 
lenges me for the title is going to get a match. I'm not 
turning back from anybody. And now the challengers are 
going to come at me harder and faster than ever, But I’m 
ready for them. Bring ‘em all on!’

about what would happen if this 
team continued to work together. 

More than a year ago, Nick Bock- 
winkel realized that Rick Martel was 
the most potentially dangerous force 
he would have to contend with in 
the AWA. Then-manager Bobby 
Heenan realized that fact as well, 
and had a plan that would help 
Bockwinkel to hold on to the belt. 
The headline of this February 1983 
PWI feature Bockwinkel And 
Heenan’s Plan For Title Reign Number 
Three: Beat Wanz ... And Never 
Wrestle Rick Martel sums up the 
plan. Heenan and Bockwinkel didn’t 
plan on Jumbo Tsuruta taking the 
title from Bockwinkel in Japan in

Bockwinkel’s manager at the time, Bobby 
Heenan, made the fatal mistake of concentrating 
on the upcoming challenge of Rick Martel before 
Nick defended his AWA title against Jumbo 
Tsuruta. 
February 1984, otherwise their plan 
might have worked. It would seem 
as if they were looking too far ahead 
of themselves to deal with their 
present. 
The tag team combinations of The 
Fabulous Freebirds and the Brisco 
brothers are two of the most potent 
forces in that form of the sport to- 
day, and in early 1981 their battles 
were some of the most explosive 


Georgia wrestling fans had ever 
seen. The Briscos’ War With The Free- 
birds (April 1981) encapsulates the 
feud that taught each team just a 
little more about tag team wrestling, 
their opposition, and themselves, 

The Iron Sheik, also known as 
Hussein Arab, rose to the pinnacle 
of his career on December 26, 1983, 
when he defeated Bob Backlund for 
the WWF heavyweight title. But PW/ 
realized the power jammed in that 
Iranian package long before that 
date. The Ancient Secret That Makes 
Hussein Arab Invincible «(December 
1980) helped readers to realize that 
fact as well. 

When fan favorites turn their 
backs on their beloved friends, they 
quickly become among the most 
hated men in the sport, as the previ- 
ously mentioned Chris Adams has 
become. In the early 1980s, that 
place was held by Larry Zbyszko, 


In the early 1980s, Larry Zbyszko became a very 
bitter man, Rather than take a close look at 
himself and the reasons he failed to defeat then- 
WWE champion Bob Backlund, he chose to lay 
the blame on his former mentor, Bruno 

Sammartino, 
who betrayed “Living Legend” Bruno 
Sammartino. In Larry Zbyszko: “It’s 
Bruno’s Fault | Didn't Get Backlund’s 
Belt,” Zbyszko complains of how 
Sammartino ruined his chance to 
win the WWF title.

what PWI was asking in December 
of 1983. Fortunately for his fans and 
all of professional wrestling, it wasn’t 
true, Dusty continues to delight his 
fans and confound his opposition in 
match after match; and his current 
feud wjth Ivan and Nikita Koloff 
proves that he has not turned ‘his 
back on his country. 

The Missouri State heavyweight 
championship was the first title Ker- 
ry Von Erich held outside of his na- 
tive Texas, and the experts were anx- 
ious to see how he would handle 
title defenses without the support of 
the fans in his home state. His first 
title defense was against Greg Valen- 
tine in St: Louis’ Checkerdome, and 
Von Erich claimed, “If | can handle 
Valentine, | should be able to handle 
Ric Flair!” Kerry Von Erich vs. Greg 
Valentine: The First Battle In The War 
Of The ‘80s (July 1983) saw Von Erich 
retain his belt. He handled Valen- 
tine, and in May of 1984, he handled 
Flair to win the NWA World heavy- 
weight championship. 

Finally, Terry Funk: Crippling For 
Money comes from the March 1980 
issue of PWI. Funk no longer wres- 
tles actively in the United States, but 
continues to compete occasionally in 
the Far East, where he is now one of 
the most popular wrestlers appear- 
ing.

But there was a time when Funk was 
the most hated man in U.S, wres- 
tling circles.

F don’t go looking for 
trouble, and if | thought there 
was any danger of us not wres- 
tling well together, | wouldn’t do 
it. Hogan is the same way.

in the style of ascimitar, a curved 
Arabian sword. Arab used those 
boots. with devastating results. 
But exactly how? Were the boots 
the critical weapon? 

“Right before Hussein gets 
ready to deliver a blow with the 
boots, he mumbles some strange 
word,” said Jim Brunzell, whom 
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Canadian and Mid-Atlantic Heavyweight championships.

but his entire expression 
changes, freezes over, very 
weird.” 


“He’s very quiet, very quiet,” 
said King Kong Mosca, former 
Canadian champion. “During 
one match, | was down after he 
clubbed me with a chair. | was 


about to get up and didn’t hear 
Arab sneaking behind me. But | 
did hear him say something, 
something foreign. Now this is 
the weirdest part of all. When | 
looked at him, his face had a 
glow to it. Scared the hell outta 
me for about eight seconds ‘ 
before | whacked him one and 
sent him on his butt. But | had 
the scary feeling he woulda been 
invincible if I’d hesitated one 
second more.” 

After consulting with scores of 
specialists in Arab customs and 
history, | found the shocking 
key. | was thumbing through a 
book on Arab culture when | saw 
a picture of Hussein Arab’s boot.

It disclosed this rare 
boot had been stolen from the 
British Museum nearly 250 years 
ago.

‘T never thought wrestling fans were 
that stupid. Don’t they realize who this 
guy is? Even they can’t be that dumb, 
can they? Some nights I just grab the 
ring microphone from the announcer 
and scream, ‘Don’t let Jimmy Valiant 
make a fool out of you,’ but it doesn’t 
matter. They don’t listen to me.” 

It might be hard for the fans to 
believe that Hart is looking out for 
their best interests. “Why would Gary 
Hart care about the fans?” said George 
Monty, who is a veteran Mid-Atlantic 
fan. Monty, who was at the Greens- 
boro Coliseum to watch Charlie Brown 


‘battle Kabuki, said he really doesn’t 


care who the masked wrestler is, as 
long as he keeps winning. “In my 
book,” George said, “he’s okay.

The more damage Super Destroyer inflicts on his opponents, the more the fans and wrestlers clamor 
to know his true identity, The masked man’s headlock is dangerously close to Paul Orndorff’s throat. 


@Cowboy Bob Orton. There are 
many people who feel that Orton and 
Super D are one and the same. They 
cite as unassailable evidence the mas- 
terful use of the superplex on the part 
of both men. While at first this ap- 
pears to be a convincing argument, the 
essential falsity becomes apparent when 
you look at the tale of the tape. Place 
a mental picture of Orton in you 
mind, and superimpose the Super De- 
stroyer. While both of them are quite 
tall, Super D is somewhat more barrel- 
chested and bulkier than Orton. I 
don’t doubt, however, that the two 
men have discussed use of the super- 
plex with each other, to the detriment 
of opponents of both men.

The match was a wild melee 
from the opening bell, with Animal 
and Hawk taking the early lead in 
the match. With the support of the 
hometown fans behind them, 
however, the NWA champs rallied 
back as “The American Dream’ 
floored both Hawk and Animal 
with a series of punches. 

With help from Precious Paul 
Ellering, the Warriors managed to 
eliminate Rhodes from the ring 
and began a vicious double- 
teaming attack on Fernandez. El- 
lering then entered the ring and 
got in a few. cheap shots at Fer- 
nandez until the referee stopped 
the bout and gave the decision to 
the NWA champs by 
disqualification. 

“We'll never get an even shake 
in the NWA,” Ellering said after 
the match. “If you'll remember, it 
was this same ruling body, the 
National Wrestling Alliance, that 
tried to have my Road Warriors 
banned from the sport last year. 
They've shown their prejudice 
against this team before, they’ve 
done it tonight, and they'll do it 
again—that is if we ever choose 
to give them the chance.”
